POSTAL UNION, 


MEETIXG OF INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS AT 
VIENNA-—-LINKING ALL NATIONS.

Congress was opened here yesterday. The 
Minister of Commerce describes the object of 
the congress, namely, to establish the basis 
of a scheme for linking together the civilized 
nations of the world in a single posta feder- 
ation.

OF INTEREST TO AMERICANS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21.—One ofthe 
principal matters of interest to the United 
States to be brought before the Postal Con- 
vention ts the proposition to abolish or re- 
duce the charges made by the countries of 
the anion for conveyance of malls in transit 
over the territory of one or more of them to 
the country of destination. There will be a 
strong effort Made to secure the adoption of 
an international postage stamp, good for the 
prepayment of postage in every country of 
the union. The Postmaster-General favors 
both these measures, and the delegates from 
the United States have been requested by 
him to make earnest efforts to secure the 
approval of the convention for them. It is 
probable also that the convention will take 
ypeasures which will culminate in the long 
des red adhesion of the Australian colonies 
tothe unton.

Problems Presented to the Presidents for 
Solution. 

New York, May 21.—The Trunk Line Presi¢ 
dents have problems to solve, which will re- 
quire all the patience and conservatism at 
their command. Although not publicly re- 
alized, the railroad situation is one which 
Suggests drastic measures, and the invest- 
ment world lookstothe Trunk Line Board to 
accomplish something as tangible and em- 
phatic as was done when President Gould, of 
the Missouri! Pacific, cut off the head of his 
General Manager when it was proved that 
the subordinate officer had violated the rules 
ofthe Western Traffic Association. The pro- 
grumme officially spread before the Trunk 
Line Presidents may be sparse, but upon 
their action depends the creationof an infiu- 
ence onthe rate situation which will be for 
gd or evil. No quibbling on points will be 
aliowed, inthe minds of railroad men, who 
are looking foracue to future action from 
the highest board in the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion. 

The presidents have several serious prob- 
lems to handle. The private car question is 
one which should be pressed to the end, for 
the payment of mileage to shippers, who own 
cars run over the various roads, or the adop- 
tion of devices equivalent to this practice, 
has reached a point where demoralization in 
earnings might become general. The recent 
decisions of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission have been of one tenor, namely, the 
illegality of all devices looking to the manip- 
ulation of tariffs by any means whatsoever. 
The Trunk Line Presidents have not only

responsibility tothe Federal law. The con-

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 
REDUCING THE APPROPRIATION FOR STATE 
MILITIA—AGRICULTURAL MATTERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, I., May 21.—The principal 
debate in the House of Representatives to- 
day was on the State militia bill. The Senate 
bill appropriating $190,500 was reduced to 
$100,000, and the effort was to restore 
it to the original amount. The dis- 
cussion lasted over two hours. The 
house amended the joint Senate resolution 
ceding grounds at Aurora, Rockford and 
Rock Island, by adding Bloomington, Gales- 
burg and Danville and adopted the one al- 
lowing the use of the grounds at Camp 
Lincoln to old soldiers’ organizations for an 
annual picnic. Mr. Allen offered a resolu- 
tion providing that the Sons of Veterans, 
being a semi-military organisation, the Ad- 
jutant-General shall allow them the use of 
the tents and other equipage for use at their 
annual encampment, the Sons of Veterans 
to bear all expense and give bondin double 
the amount of the value of the 
property. Mr. Wiwl objected tothe resoilu- 
tion. Mr. Callon moved a suspension of the 
rules. On the roll call, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Democrats of the State have 
thousands of sons in this organization, it 
was made a party question and very 
few Democrats voted for it. The

BUNGLING EXECUTION AT WELLSVILLE,

Double Tragedy in New York—Terrible 
Fate of a School Teacher in Ohio—

BELLEVILLE, Ontario, May 21.—James Kane 
was executed here this for the mur- 
der of his wife Elizabeth. drop fell at 
8:19, but Kane’s neck was not broken and he 
slowly strangled to death, His groans were 
horrible to listen to. But few p had 
been admitted to the jail yard in which the 
execution took place, consequently there 
were not many spectators of the horrible 
spectacle. Many of those present, however, 
were sickened by the sight and sought to 
shut it out by holding their hats before their 
eyes, while others rushed away from the 
scaffold and out into the street overcome by 
what they had witnessed. 

It was a remarkably bungling execution 
and refiects much discredit upon the man- 
agement of the officials who had it in charge. 
Nothing of this kind has ever occurred here 
before, although several hangings have taken 
place on the same gallows. 

The prisoner mounted the scaffold with a 
firm step and was pale, but composed until 
the drop fell. He made no speech or confes- 
sion, but his guilt had been established 
beyond any doubt. 


DOUBLE TRAGEDY.

New York, May 271.—Another double tragedy 
in low life on the East Side was enacted last

A policeman who hurried tothe scene 
summoned an ambulance in which the girl 
was taken to Governor’s Hospital. Her 
wounds are of a dangerous nature. Raphael 
was taken to the same institution, where his 
death is believed to be imminent.

THE RECRUITING IN 8ST, LOUIS. 

The negro miners taken from the district 
surrounding st. Louis represented the ro- 
crulting work of about ten days’ time. Some 
two weeks ago Supt. Corey of the Franklin 
mines arrived in St. Louis. He went at once 
to the railroad employment office of Wm. A. 
Mara at 612 Walnut street, and represented 
that he wanted to engage about % negro 
miners to return with him to the Franklin 
mines at good mining wages. They were, che 
said, totake the place of 800 white miners 
who had struck and been discharged by the 
Oregon Improvement Co., and in addition to 
their wages, good quarters would be provided 
for them at the company’s mining settlement. 
Advertisements to this effect were inserted in 
the daliy papers, and inafew days negro 
miners from all the district immediately sur- 
rounding St. Louis began to flock into the 
Mara agency. On Monday a week ago 452 of 
them, under contract with the Oregon Im- 
provement Co., left St. Louis. Of this num- 
ber fifty were women, and the negro colony 
was enthusiastic over the prospect of estab- 
lishing itself in the rich mining fields of the 
Northwest. The party was accompanied both 
by Supt. Corey and Mr. Wm. A. Mara, the 
latter, however, going only as far as St. Paul, 
leaving the party there and returning to St. 
Louis. 


A HOSTILE RECEPTION. 

According to telegraphic reports the 
reception of the negroes at their ‘‘new prom- 
ised land’’ was decidedly hostile in nature. 
They were run into Franklin on a special 
train, but the 300 striking white miners, 
backed by the Knights of Labor, had armed 
themselves and were determined not to let 
their places be filled by negroes. Hearing of 
the probable reception awaiting his new 
force, it is said that Supt. Oorey took 
the most vigorous measures to resist. 
When the special train reached Palmer, a 
few miles distant from Franklin, it was 
haltedand aformidable supply of guns 
and ammunition distributed to the negroes. 
This was the first intimation that the colored 
miners had that they were expected to fight 
their way into ‘‘Canaan,’’ but after the first 
natural shock of alarm, it is said that they 
rallied bravely and appeared resolved not to 
be driven back either by threats or actual 
‘violence. In addition to the carbines and 
Winchesters served out, shot-guns and re- 
volvyers were also supplied, a force 
of deputy sheriff's employed by the 
Oregon Improvement Co. was added as a re- 
inforcement, and seventy detectives boarded 
the special at Erumclaw Station. The train 
consisted of six tourist sleepers. 

The entry into Franklin was accomplished 
without a collision, but it was a picturesque 
and warlike incident. Leaving the train at Pal- 
mer the negroes, under arms, were marched 
through the woods to the mines, past the 
scowling bands of heavily armed whites and 
into the settlement of cottages which the 
white miners were expected to vacate for the 
use of the newly engaged colored force. 
It was only the presence of the constabuiary 
that prevented bloodshed at the start, as 
many of the whites were drinking heavily 
and making open threats of violence. Ar- 
rived at the mines the situation at once as- 
sumed amost dangeroug phase. The white 
miners surrounded the settlement, and a 
„dead line’’ was drawn, beyond which it 
was understood that anegro’s life would be 
the forfeit if he passed. Both sides remained 
under arms, and it is now generally felt that 
the first shot fred will precipitate a battle in 
which many lives will be sacrificed, 

A MILITARY ORGANIZATION. 

In recognition of that plain danger the ne- 
groes have been placed under thorough mili- 
tary discipline. They are now formed into 
companies, and daily drills with rifies and 
shot-guns constitute the most important 
feature of their day’s work. They refuse to 
lay down their arms, even for a moment, and 
it iu apparent that they areapprehensive of a 
massacre should they be caught defenseless. 
It is claimed that they were taken into such 
a dangerous position in total ignorance of 
the state of affairs, and thatggeven when the 
guns were first distributed to them they were 
told that such action was taken because 
there was plenty of wild game in the country 
and they would be at liberty to hunt. The 
**hunt’’ is likely to prove a tragic one before 
its close. The whites are very bitter against 
Supt. Corey and his little army of negroes, 
and claim that it represents the determina-

BOTH SIDES DISSATISFIED. 


The Merchants’ Terminal-Missouri Pacific 
Oase to Go to the Higher Courts.

The report of the three commissioners, 
Isaac H. Sturgeon, John G. Chandler and 
Julius Pitzman, assessing the damages in the 
case of the St. Louis Merchants’ Terminal 
Railway Co. against the Missouri Pacific Rall- 
way Co. forthe Union Depot crossing, which 
was given in yesterday’s afternoon Post- 
DisPaTcu, falls to give satisfaction to either 
party in the controversy, and the matter is 
to be taken to the higher courts. The report 
provided for a crossing at a point 
south of the most southerly proposed cross- 
ing of the Missouri Pacific tracks and east of 
the easterly line of Eleventh street, with de- 
railing devices in the Merchants’ Terminal 
tracks, and precedence given to passenger 
trains and passenger engines of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway. The amount of compensa- 
tion to be paid by the Merchants’ Terminal 
— to the Missouri Pacific was placed at 
47,579. 
President Rainwater of the Merchants’ Ter- 
expressed great dissatisfaction over 
the report, claiming that the damages 
assessed were exorbitant and out of propor- 
tion to the actual damage. He said the 
board would probably le exceptions to the 
commissioners’ report. General Attorney 
H. 8. Priest of the Missouri Pacific, on the 
other hand, stated that that road would not 
be satisfied with anything short of the abso- 
lute denial of the right to cross the tracks at 
Eleventh and Poplar streets. Final settle- 
mentof the matter will be sought in the 
higher courts.

THE DOWNFALL OF SATTERLEE, BOST- 
WICK & MARTIN. 


. 


Large Transactions Loosely Conducted— 


to Pay Losses—Arrest of Spring Garden 
. 0 9 3 De- 
posit Co. 


New YorK, May 21,—The failure and as- 
signment of the insurance brokerage firm of 
Satterlee, Bostwick & Martin of No. 58 Cedar 
street was announced yesterday. The cir- 
cumstances which led to this business disas- 
ter and the methods employed by the firm in 
its dealings with the insurance companies 
and its customers are of a character which 
makes the failure of extraordinary inter- 


est. 
From charges made by the most reputable 
underwriters in New York, from the state- 
ment of the presidents or resident managers 
of the greatest insurance corporations in the 
country it appears that fornearly a year a 
certain members of the firm of Satterlee, 
Bostwick & Martin have systematically 
misappropriated funds placed in their hands 
for payment to various corporations. 
The failure was the inevitable conse- 
quence of these transactions. The amount 
involved in this neglect to pay premiums and 
losses, which their firm has collected as 
agents, has reached a total of nearly $150,000, 
but owing to the property owned by the two 
elder members of the house this sum has 
been lessened considerably. There are, how- 
ever, still outstanding a number of obliga- 
tions incurred after the method which caused 
the ruin of the brokers, whose aggregate 
shows how exceedingly loosely are conducted 
the transactions between the insurance com- 
panies and brokers. 

The failure of the firm of Satterlee, Bost- 
wick & Martin is the severest commentary 
that business in New York has yet had upon 
the relations existing between great fiduciary 
corporations and a class of business men 
who, while certainly most reputable, are not 
required to give more thana mere verbal 
promise to enter into a contract which may 
involve millions. 

Messrs.Satterlee, Bostwick & Martin made a 
specialty of railway.insurance. Ot all grades 
of fire risks this is not only the most profita- 
ble, butisthe most exclusive. Until a few 
years ago, or until about 1887, these gentle- 
men, who are now Involved, had a practical 
monopoly of it. The valueof the property 
which they annually distributed among the 
companies amounted to more than $100,000 ,000 
and their commissions equaled from $80,000 
to $90,000 a year. But while they were still 
holding this Dusiness they had a severe strug- 
gle to keep other houses from cutting their 
business away from them. Two younger firms 
had been established and were fighting for 
every advantage. These junior houses were 
Beecher 4 Benedict and Frank 4 Dubois. 
The hard work which the rivals did to get a 
foothold had its results and soon the old house 
began to losea numberof the smaller rail- 
ways, the spoils in this business warfare be- 
ing divided equally between Beecher & Bene- 
dict and Frank & Dubdis. 

In 1888 and 1889 the rival firms succeeded 80 
well that Satterlee, Bostwick & Martin found 
their income reduced 80 per cent and 
with no signs of improvement, in 1890 the 
year opened with the firm which had prac- 
tically founded the railway blanket insurance 
business ana which had done business for 
nearly a quarter of a century as the agents of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Co., the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railway Co., portions of the 
Philadelphia & Reading and a few unim- 
portant Southern and Western roads. 

From having risks amounting to $1,000,000,000 
to place, the firm found itself with this total 
reduced to not more than $30,000,000, and of 
this amount the Northern Pacific Railroad 
represented about $14,000,000. 

It was noticed about that time by the presi- 
dents ofthe older insurance companies that 
the firm’s methods was by no means what 
they had formerly been and the opposition to 
Satterlee, Bostwick & Martin was increased 
to a double-ended attack on them, on the one 
hand by the rival brokers and on the other by 
the insurance corporations. 

Mr. Martin, who, itis said, was formerly 
a member of a stock brokerage association in 
Wall street, was alone interested in various 
investments in the street, and at about that 
time began to plunge inthe smaller stocks 
with varying fortune. His example led Mr. 
Satterice to imitate him, with the result that 
in February and March, 1890, they were both 
deeply concerned in the action of the stock 
market. In some way this was noilsed around 
and asthe firm was nolonger prompt in its 
payments of premiums several companies, 
most notably the Home, Lancashire and the 
Royal Fire Insurance Co., declined to have 
any further transactions with them.

Trust Co., which assigned the day the Spring 
Garden Bank suspended, was made yester- 
day by Samuel B. Huey, counsel for the 
assignee, Josiah R. Adams, and shows an 
apparent deficit of $97,000 between the assets 
and liabilities. Mr. Huey expresses himself 
as hopeful that the assignee would be able to 
realize on some of the company’s assets and 
largely reduce the apparent deficit.

| THE NEW PARTY. 

A new party calling itself the People’s 
party has been organized at Cincinnati and 
equipped with a platiorm and a Nationa 
Committee by a convention of over 1,400 
of the Union. It was a foregone conclu- 
sion that a new political organization 
would sooner or later be the result of the 
call issued by the Farmers’Alliance. But 
this sudden precipitation of a third ticket 
into the contest of 1892 without any tenta- 
tive maneuvering or further attempt to 
capture either of the existing parties, was 
not generally expected. 

The enthusiasm and directness with 
which it was done, however, was mani- 
festly the manner of men entirely con- 
vinced that they represented millions of 
discontented voters in both the old parties, 


and that it was their mission to interpret 


this discontent in a new platform and or- 
ganize it in a new party. They may be 
mistaken about their mission, but they 
certainly do not overestimate the discon- 
tent of the masses of both Democratic and 
Republican voters with the plutocratic in- 
fluence visible alike in the action and the 
inaction of both the old organizations. 

The Democratic managers are mistaken 
when they assume that this discontent is 
dangerously rife in the Republican ranks 
only, and that by adroit ‘‘straddiles’’ of 
the silver question or deceptive paltering 
with other issues they can rally the entire 
Democratic vote for any man they choose 
to nominate, and go on selling senator- 
ships to men like CAL Bryce and chair- 
manships to such plutocrats as Scott of 
Erie. Nor can they expect much help 
from the mistakes of the platform makers 
at Cincinnati. The new party may be ex- 
pected to make its own platiorm as soon as 
it can get together, and the mere fact that 
it represents an uprising of the people 
against plutocracy, may induce multitudes 
of voters to trust the animus of this new 
political contestantin spite of any botch- 
work in its platform. 

Just what part this new movement will 
play in 1892 cannot now be foretold with 
precision, but in the meantime it will have 
to be reckoned with by the old party man- 
agers asa potent factor in the situation, 
and they will be compelled to give more at- 
tention than they have been giving to pop- 
ular discontents and demands. 


A DEAD-LOGE between the Mayor and 
Council over the question of reappointing 
HOLMAN and Linpsay for another four- 
year term implies suspense and demoraliza- 
tion in both the Fire and Water-works De- 
partments as long as the dead-lock lasts, 
and if neither side surrenders it must last 
two years, or until another Mayor comes 
in. By simply sending in new nomina- 
tions every ten days the Mayor can keep 
both departments in suspense to the end of 
his term, and prevent the Council from 
ending it with the reappointment of either 
incumbent. 


THE nations of Continental Europe are 
confronted with the alternative of disarma- 
ment or bankruptcy.

DR BRIGGS’ HERESY 


The Chief Issue Before the Presbyterian 
Assembly at Detroit. 


NEW Yo DELEGATION sTANDS 
THREE TO ONE AGAINST HIM. 


Six Hundred Members in Attendance at 
the Opening To-Day-—Sermon by Dr. 
Moore, the Moderator—Revision of the 
Confession of Faith One of the Principal 
Questions Pressing for Settlement. 


DeTrRoit, May 21.—The 10384 session of the 
General Assemblies of the Presbyterian 
Church opened at ll o’clock this morning at 
the Fort Street Presbyterian Church. The 
representatives of the church South are 
meeting at Birmingham, Ala. Several efforts 
have been made to bring about an organic 
union between the two bodies, but it was 
Gecided two years ago, when the Northern 
Assembly was in session in New York, to try 
federation for awhile and let organic union 
rest. With a report expected from the 
committee appointed last year at Saratoga to 
revise the Westminster Confession of Faith, 
end with overtures from about eighty Pres- 
byteries in regard to the Union Theological 
Seminary, some asking the assembly to veto 
the appointment ot Prof. Briggs, whose in- 
augural address on Biblical theology has led 
his own presbytery in New York to begin 
judicial prc against him—with these 
two among other topics of importance which 
are expected, the coming assembly promises 
to be a memorable one. 

The Moderator will be elected at this after- 
noon’s session, which opened at 8 p. m. 
This year it seems probable that the ques- 
tion of the orthodoxy of Dr. Briggs will be 
the principal issue. and it is possible that this 
subject may decide the election. Among 
those whose names have been mentioned so 
far are Dr. Charles A. Dickey of Philadelphia, 
Prof, Green of Princeton Seminary, and Prof, 
Roberts of Lane Seminary. 

To-morrow morning the standing commit- 
tees will be appointed, and the Assembly 
will be in full session. 

The reports which will receive the most 
public attention, especially outside of ‘the 
Presbyterian denomination, will be those 
submitted by the special committees ap- 
pointed to report this year. These include 
one on the World's Fair, one on Church uni- 
ty, another on the revision of the proof texts 
of the Westminster Confession of Faith, and 
one onthe increase of ministers. But the 
most vital of all the sixteen reports expected 
will be that on the revision of the Confession 
of Faith. Transcending all ot these, howev- 
er, will be the discussion of the question 
whether or not Dr. Briggs is orthodox. 

DR. BRIGGS’ PLEDGE. 

One of the features of this discussion will 
be the citation of Prof. Briggs’ pledge before 
the seminary directors, a document reading 
as follows and subscribed to bythe alleged 
heretic: 


I believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ment to be the Word of God, the oy infallibie rule 
ractice; and I do now, in the presence 
e directors of this semi , solemnly 
receive and adopt the Westminster 
Confession of Faith, as containing the system of doc- 
trine taught in the er" | Scriptures. I do also. in 
like manner, approve of the Presbyterian form of 
I do solemnly promise that I will 

not teach orinculcate anythin 


which shall ap * 
to me to be subversive of the said system of doc — 
or of the principles of said form of government, so 
long aa I shai continue to bea professor in the sein-

Dr. Briggs, who will attract so much atten- 
tion during the session, was born in New 
York in 1641. He entered the University of 
Virginia when he was 16 years old, and Union 
Seminary in 1860. Asamember of the Sev- 
enth Regiment of New York he marched to 
the front when Washington was in danger. 
After the war he was engaged in mercantile 
life with his father for a time, and then went 
to Berlin, where he studied under Dorner and 
Rodiger. His only pastorate wasin Roselle, 
N. J. In 1874 he entered Union Seminary as a 
professor, occupying the Hebrew 
chair until the present winter. 
He became one of the founders 
and managing editors ofthe Presbyterian Re- 
view, and has been from the firstan indefati- 
gable worker. Numerous articles in many 
periodicais have made his name widely 
known and have prepared the way for the 
special study which has become emphasized 
by a chair being devoted to its pursuit 
through the generosity of the President of the 
Board of Semihary Directors, Charles Butler. 

Dr. Briggs was one of the four American 
scholars who received a degree of D. D. at the 
Centenary Celebration of the University of 
Edinburg in 1884. 

His trouble-making address, which origin- 
elly bere the imprimatur of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, but has been republished 
with an appendix by the author himself, ts 
entitled The Authority of Holy Scripture.’’ 

POPULAR MEETINGS. 

The usual popular meetings in the interests 
of boards, as required by the standing rules, 
will be held during the assembly. A Sabbath 
Observation Meeting on the evening of Satur- 
day, May 23, under the management of Ool. 
Elliott F. Shepard, will be held probably in 
the Fourth Street Church, andon the after- 
noon of that day there will be an excursion 
to Ann Arbur to the opening exercises of 
McMillan Hall of the Tappan Pres- 
byterian Association of the Uniuersity 
of Michigan. The exercises will consist of 
the presentation of the building by James F. 
McMillan in the absence of Senator James Mc- 
Millan, his father, the donor, who is in Eu- 
rope; the acceptance by the President of the 
Tappan Presbyterian Association, Dr. Wal- 
lace Radcliffe; other addresses by President 
Angell, of the University, the Moderator of 
the General Assembly and by some of the 
prominent members. Opportunity will be 
given for visiting the grounds and buildings 
of the University, and luncheon will be served 
by the Presbyterian ladies of Ann Arbor. On 
the afternoon of May 80, Saturday, there will 
—— excursion on Detroit river and Lake St.

The last of the delegations to the General 
Assembly arrived shortly before the opening 
to-day and were received by the local com- 
mittees and assigned accommodations.

The following Synopsis of what the 
General Assemuty't ¥eports will show: The 
report ane on Board will show 
that th yet closed with a debt 
of about $100,000 hanging over the 
work. The causes or the debt 
have been the unexpected falling off of lega- 
cles, which were $100,000 less last year than 
for the year previous. The contributions 
from churches and individuals were larger 
than in any previous year. During the 
year the Board of Education has 
had under its care 869 candidates, an increase 
of thirty over last year, a large propor- 
tion of whom came from the West. The total 
receipts were $80,606.61 over the previous 
ver. Still there is a deficiency, and with 
$8,700 debt hanging over from the previous 
year, the board, at the close of the fiscal 
year, April 15, was $16,000 in debt. 

The Sabbath-school missionaries during the 
year have established 1,208 schools, with 4,848 
teachers and 40,528 scholars. They have given 
away 8,692 Bibles 61,294 library books, 14,601,472 
tracts, and 7,096 bibles for reciting the Porter 
catechism. The Board of Aid reports 
2,173 contributing churches against 
2,030 last year. of these 417 
are encouraged by the board under 
promise to contribute to their neighboring 
schools. This has the effect of decreasing 
the amount actually coming into the 
treasury, so that this year it only 
amounts to $30,602.95, but the entire 
volume of perplexities is $39,778, as against 
$35,737.75 last year. Total of receipts, prop- 
erty included, $80,808.26. Grand total from 
all sources, $146,387.15; last year, $94,659.81.

Two Officers Have a Desperate En- 
counter With Negroes.

TERMINATION OF A COLORED DANCE AT 
JACKSON'S HALL. 


Officers Rice and Luke MoDonald Have a 
Rough Experience— One Negro Shot 
and Another Arrested—A Place Where 
Liquor Is Sold Without a License—The 
Collector’s Explanation. 


A negro dance, which began early last night 
at 4000 Papin street, terminated at 8 o’clock 
this morning in a riotous manner. The ball 
was hela in Jackson's Hall, which ts given 
the reputation by the Fifth District police of 
being the most disorderly resort in * 
section of the city. There is a 
negro settlement in the neighborhood 
and the attendance at Jackson’s social affairs

hall, the po gay that 

cants are sold there on temporary permits 
issued from the City Collector’s office. Last 
evening there was an abundance of drink on 
hand, amd as a result there were some 
very drunken negroes reeling about 
the ball room floor. It was nearly 3 o’clock 
Police Officers Luke Mo- 
Donald and Rice happened along, 
and hearing yells and oaths 
coming from the direction of the hall con- 
cluded to make an investigation. When they 
entered a negro woman under the influence 
of drink objected to their presence and cau- 
tioned them to beware of the fate of Officer 
Brady, who was killed by negroes at Eleventh 
street and Christy avenue morethan a year 
since.

SHE WARNED THE POLICE. 
Her warning, it is claimed, was put in these 
words: 
Officer Brady is dead and gone, 


Officer Gaffney’s lost his cun, 
And now we're going to have some fun. 


These are the words of a song heard in the 
neighborhood of Eleventh street and Christy 
avenue after Brady was killedin Starke’s 
saloon. 

Rice and McDonald concluded at once that 
she was one of the crowd of negroes that 
made night hideous on so many occasions in 
the latter vicinity. She was get- 
ting more demonstrative every 
second and they concluded totake her in 
charge. As they were about to do thisa 
negro came to her rescue and led her down 
stairs. About this time Ben Jackson, 
the colored proprietor of the hall, 
demanded in a voice 
anexplanation fromthe officers as to why 
they come in his place. They asked him 
when he had received his authority 
to sell intoxicating drinks and he re- 
plied that the Collector had given him 
a permit. About this time there was a big 
crowd of excited negro men and women 
standing about the officers ready for a fight 
if anybody only gave the word. The 
officers kept cool and were asking 
for further information, when a stout young 
negro named Henry Franklin rushed out from 
the crowd and attacked Officer Rice,and after 
a scuffie knocked him down and jumped on 
his chest and stomach, rendering him partly 
unconscious. 

A LIVELY STRUGGLE. 

McDonald up to this time was enga 
keeping the crowd back, Dut seeing Rice’s 
predicament he grappled with Franklin, and 
a minute later both officer and negro were 
faliing down the stairs. They were at the 
hoad of the staircase when the struggle be- 
gan. Atthe bottom McDonald was struck 
on the head with a plank and in 
getting out his revolver knocked the 
hammer against the wall, causing it to dis- 
charge. Rice then regained his feet and, in 
fighting his way down-stairs, fired a shot. 
Franklin continued to fight desperately until 
he was overcome, and he was then uled 
to the Tower Grove Sub-Station and locked 
up. Police reinforcements were called 
and the hall was soon cleared 
of the noisy and unruly occupants. 
It then developed that 
skirmish a young ne named 
was shot in the right side above the hip, the 
ball penetrating the groin. He was con- 
veyed in an ambulance to his 
home, 8277 Caroline street. He could not tell 
whether it was the ball from Rice’s revolver 
or that from McDonald’s that struck him. 

RICE INJURED 

When Patrolman Rice reached the station 
at Tower Grove it was foundthathe was 
badly hurt. He was scarcely able to walk 
and complained of internal pains caused by 
the stamping he had sustained under the 
darkey’s feet. He was assisted to his home. 
McDonald was also scratched and bruised, 
but not as seriously as Rice. 

Capt. Campbell madea long report of the 
trouble to Chief Harrigan to-day and here- 
after will give Jackson's Hall more attention 
than usual. The police express surprise that 
a permit would be given such a crowd to sell 
intoxicants. 

COLLECTOR ZEIGENHEIN’S EYPLANATION. 

Collector Zeigenhein said this afternoon 
that he had issued a permit authorizing 
the sale of beer for one evening, 
but would not have done so if he thought for 
a minute that the affair would break up in a 
disturbance. In explaining his action he said: 
A few days agoa delegation of colored people 
mostly women, called at this office and told 
me that the Compton Hill Colored Baptist 
Church had arranged for a festival and 
wanted to sell beer to help swell 
the proceeds for the church. We 
only issue such permits for church and char- 
itable purposes and this application came 
under that head.

WANTS A FAIR TRIAL. 


Mr. McEntire Says His Client Cannot Get 
Justice Here. 


Walter McEntire and Amos R. Taylor had 
quite an argument before Judge Valliant this 
morning on the former’s application fora 
change of venue in the suit of Samuel 
Boyle against Archbishop Kenrick, St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, Little Sisters of the Poor, 
Citizens’ Savings Bank, David Hennessy, 
Mary Ann Trenaman, Samuel Alexander 
Boyle and Robert Maguire. The litigation is 
for the purpose of breaking the will 
of the plaintiff’s father, who died 
at the St. Louis Hospital Aug. 18, 1889, leav- 
ing all of his property, valued at $40,000, to 
the charitable institutions named above and 
to Archbishop Kenrick for the Catholic 
orphans of St. Louis. Messrs, Stark and Me- 
Entire filed a big batch of amdavits 
this morning to support his motion for a 
change of venue, the following persons hav- 
ing made affidavit that it is their opinion the 
defendants in this case have an undue influ- 
ence over the minds of the inhabitants of the 
city of St. Louis, the county of St. Louis 
and the county of St. Charles and that such 
influence is so great that the plaintif® could 
not receive a fair trial in this city or in either 
ofthe counties mentioned.

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DISCUSSING DOCTRINES. 


SECOND DAY’S SESSION OF THE ENGLISH 
LUTHERANS AT GRACE CHURCH. 


A Thesis on the Lord’s Supper Submitted 
and Several Sections of It Adopted— 
Several Churches Apply for Member- 
ship—Election of Officers. 


To-day's session of the conference of the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Church, which 
is being held in this city, was opened at9 
o’clock this morning in Grace English Luther- 

an Church at Garrison and St. Louis ave- 
nues. There wasa better attendance than 
at yesterday’s meeting,a number of delegates 
having arrived in the city last night. 

The meeting was opened by the reading of 
Psalm 51 by Rev. H. Knabenschuh of Spring- 
field, II., chaplain of the conference. This 
was followed by Psalm 52, Rev. Oscar Kaiser 
of Buffalo, N. Y., acting as organist. Bene- 
diction was then given and the regular busi- 
ness of the meeting proceeded with. 
The minutes of yesterday’s meeting were 
read and adopted, after which the Treasur- 

er’s report was read, which showed a small 
cash balance. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The election of officers at yester- 
session resulted in 
election of Rev. F. 
Kuegele of Coiner, Va., President. Rev. F. 
W. Adams, pastor of Grace Church, where 
the conference is being held, was chosen Sec- 
retary, and Mr. J. Lauenby of St. Louis 
Treasurer. 

It was decided then by a motion to devote 
the morning sessions of the conference to 
doctrinal discussion. 

DOCTRINAL DISCUSSION. 

The discussion was opened by Rev. William 
Dallmann of Baltimore, who read a thesis on 
the Lord's Supper, the subject of which was, 
first that a sacrament is a holy rite ap- 
pointed by God through which by means orf 
an external and visible sign, saving grace 
is imparted to man, or if he already 
possess it is assured to him. 
Second, the immediate design is to impart or 
confirm saving grace to man. Third, the 
doctrine of the Lutheran Church concerning 
the Lord's Supper is that with the scramental 
broad and wine, the true body and blood of 
Christ is truly present and really communicat 
ed to and received by all the communicants. 
Fourth, the correctness of the Aather- 
an doctrine is proven by show- 
ing the falsity of objections 
raised, and by showing that this seal of doc- 
trine must be received in the literal 
and not in the figurative sense. 
Vifth—Since he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily eateth and drinketh damnation 
to himself, the seal for God's honor 
and the love for the neighbor’s wel- 
fare both compel a faithful pastor to 
refuse the communion to the unworthy. 
Sixth, manifest sinners and unbelievers are 
unworthy. Besides these, a truly Lutheran 
minister will refuse the Lord's Supper to all 
who cannot examine themselves, and to 
members of erring churches. 

On motion, the thesis was adopted for dis- 


cussion.

Philoso- 
phy, astronomy and the other sciences are 
great things in comparison with the sacra- 
ments. The sacraments, it is true, are simple 
things. In baptism there is only the immers.- 
ing in water and in the Lord's Supper 
there is only the appearance 
of breadiand wine. Though simple in form, 
however, the sacraments are great in the 
gifts they convey to man. God can choose 
any means he wishes to bestow his favors.’’

A LOSS OF $228,000. 


Destruction of 19,000,000 Feet of Lumber 
at Minneapolis. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 21.—A disastrous 
lumber yard fire has been burning since 3 
o’clock this morning. The entire lumber 
stock of J. W. Day & Co., aggregating 19,000, 
000 feet has deen destroyed, entailing a loss 
o1 $228,000. The firm’s saw mill was saved and 
the entire department has been engaged in 
confining the flames to the Day yard and with 
every prospect of success, although there has 
beén a high wind and the yard is in the center 
of the lumber district. The stock was heavily 
insured.

To-night will probably determine whether 
Peter Jackson or Jim Corbett isthe better 
man. Few fights which have taken place in 
this country have created as much interest. 
Both men are wonderfally clever and scienti- 
fic sparrers and the contest should be one of 
the prettiest ever seen. It should prove 
a long battle, too, for heavy 
weights, as neither man is a par- 
ticularly hard hitter, both relying 
principally in science. It has been claimed 
that Jackson has never met any man in this 
country as clever as Corbett and that his 
gameness has never been thoroughly tested, 
as no one has ever given him enough punish- 
ment to tell whether he will stand the gaff. 
That is all very true, but the fact that no 


one has ever been able to inflict much 
in itself the 


best 
fighter. 
avoid punishment counts for as much 
as power to administer it. The question 
arises, will Corbett be able to give Jackson 
enough punishment to test his gameness? 
The young Californian is certainly wonder- 
fully quick and clever, and should be able to 
do more with Peter than any other man the 
colored Australian has ever met. The fact 
that Jackson is very quiet and modest in his 
demeanor is a pretty good evidence that he 
isa game man, despite the general prejudice 
which exists in regard to the courage of fight- 
ers of his color. Then Jackson, too, has 
shown himself to be a man of wonderful abil- 
ity ma ring contest, while Corbett is an un- 
tried and unknown quantity. 

CORBETT AN UNKNOWN QUANTITY. 

There is a question as to his courage, for it 
has never been put to the test. His only 
ring fights were two set-tos with Joe Choyn- 
ski when both were mere boys. Corbett was 
the victor both times, but only after long 
and desperate mills. The fact that he won 
one of the batties after he had disabled a 
hand indicates that he is ‘‘made of the 
right stuff.’’ Choynski has greatly improved 
since then, however, and jf Corbett has not 
made even greater advancement, he has no 
business with Jackson, as the latter would 
have little difficulty downing Choynski, who 
is a Very small light man for a heavyweight. 
There is little doubt, however, about Cor- 
bett having greatly advanced. His victories 
over Kilrain and Dominick McCaffrey in 
limited-round sparring contests count for 
little. They merely proved him a better 
boxer than either of them, but did not 
necessarily indicate that he could defeat 
them in afinish fight. There is little ques- 
tion, however, about his being able to whip 
McCaffrey and he can probably vanquish Ku- 
rain too, but Jackson isin all likelihood a 
better man than Kilrain and completely 
outclasses McCaffrey. 

THEIR RESPECTIVE ADVANTAGES. 

The negro has the advantage over Corbett 
of about ten pounds in weight and many 
claim he has several inches the best 
of him in the matter of reach. 
This latter is a big factor 
in a fight; W. W. Naughton, the sporting 
writer, who brought Jackson to this country 
from Australia, denies that the colored man 
has the advantage of Corbett in reach. If he 
has not, however, the Californian must have 
a wonderful reach, for Jackson’s arms hang 
down to his knees. With his superior expe- 
rience and advantage of weight, and possibly 
reach, Jackson should prove the winner. 
To offset this Corbett has youth 
and the advantage of not i having 
weakened his constitution by constant 
training. He may prove a phenomenal fighter 
and walk right away from the colored giant 
in the contest. Great men sometimes spring 

‘tothe front in this way. Some people who 
saw Jackson while he was sojourning at Hot 
Springs a year or so ago claim that the col- 
ored man isa physical wreck and that ft will 
be impossible for him to ever get himself in 
fit condition forafight. The fact that his in- 
jured ankle has been so long in healing gives 
some color to this story, although all the 
accounts from San Francisco say that his in- 
jured ankle will not interfere with him in 
the fight and that he is in the pink of condi. 
tion. Of course, if Jackson is really a phys- 
ical wreck Corbett is certain to win, other- 
wise the chances are that the colored man 
will get the lion’s share of the purse. The 
following from the pen of Jackson’s friend, 
Naughton, concerning the methods and 
chances of the two men will be of interest. 

THE MEN COMPARED. 

A comparison of the proportions of Jackson 
and Corbett will show that In most points 
they are exceedingly well matched. They are 
of exactly the same height, each man measur- 
ing 6 feet 0% inch in his ‘‘stocking feet. 
Corbett’s chest measurement is 41 inches, 
Jackson's 0. The Australian, however, has 
much the better developed shoulders of the 
pair, and a tape placed around the upper por- 
tion of their anatomies so as to encircle 
shoulder knobs and chest would prove Jack- 
son to have the more expansive driving 
machinery. 

Corbett’s biceps measure 14% inches and 
Jackson's 14. The forearm of each man is of 
the same dimensions, 18% inches. The girt 
of Corbett’s thigh is 23 inches, while Jack- 
son’s measures 24 inches. 

Oorbett’s weight is said to be 186 pounds, 
and Donaldson asserts that Jim will be at the 
= oe namedinthe ring. Jackson, at time 
of writing, weighs 196, and will probably be 
u pound or two heavier on the evening of the 
contest. There are five years difference in 
their ages, Corbett being B and Jackson 30. 

THE CHANCES OF VICTORY. 

In summing up the chances of victory, the 
men appear to be equally well favored as far 
as physical attributes are concerned. Jack 
son’s extra weightmay be said to be effectu- 
ally offset by Oorbett’s youth and elasticity 
of frame, while as regards the much harped- 
upon quality of reach there is nothing to 
choose between the pair. 

Such being the case, ring experience, clev.

He has made this ap- 
parent by his actions when posing as a spec- 
tator at glove coutests, and unless he has 
schooled himself toa less effervescent bear- 
ing, when acting as a principal, he will de at 
fault in this particular connection when he 
faces the ebony sphinx. 

To sum up, Corbett ts younger and stronger 
than Jackson. He ts probably as clever. 
although from the difference in their styles it 
remains to be seen which ts the most effect- 
ive. Jackson has weight and experience on 
his side, and he has proved, beyond dispute, 
that he is not easily rattled in the ring. 
Taken all in all the match isa good one, and 
the hope of every square sport is that the 
better man may win. 

AT THE SCENE. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 21.—Jim Corbett 
and Peter Jackson have rested from their 
training, and at 9 o’clock to-night the great- 
est heavy-weight contest everseen here will 
occur at the gymnasium ofthe California 
Athletic Club. Both pugtlists have been vis- 
ited at their training quarters by a great 
number of sporting men, andthe most criti- 
cal examination has failed to reveal any 
fault in the physical condition ot either. 80 
farascan be learned from the contestants 
themselves each is perfectly satisfied that If 
he loses it will be because the other is the 
better man. Corbett’s present weight is 187 
pounds, and he looks the embodiment of 
vigorous manhood and cheerfulness. He ran 
and walked twelve miles Tuesday and in ad- 
dition punched the bag and sparred with his 
trainer. Jackson punched the bag for the 
last time Tuesday night, fogging it for spells 
of twenty minutes. He was then rubbed 
down and weighed and turned the scales at 
197% pounds. 

The betting has become spirited during 
the last twenty-four hours. Great crowds 
gathered in the pool-rooms last night and a 
large amount of money was wagered. The 
usual odds are $100 to $65, with Jackson the 
favorite. 

The pool-selling began Tuesday evening, 
when about $4,300 was placed at odds of 0 
to 7 on Jackson. The majority of Corbett’s 
friends held out for longer odds, which they 
Delleved they could obtain. 

Corbett’s condition is all that his trainer, 
John Donaldson, desires. Since he fought 
Choynski Corbett has thickened toa degree 
hardly to be anticipated. He is now six feet 
and one nch high. He has been called the 
shiftiestjboxer living. Corbett’s training has 
not been considered the best heretofore, but 
his preparation for Jackson has been 
thorough. Jackson's experience in ring 
fighting is greater than Corbett’s, and 
he is a digger man by ll pounds. 
That the meeting is considered 
a pretty even match is shown by the reluc- 
tance of betting men to wager large sums, 
one of the largest private bets yet made being 
$2,250 as aginst $3,000 on Corbett. 

The latter, in reply toa question as to what 
were his intentions after the contest, said: 
‘*If I wintiwill go East. You see HI win I 
shall be on the road tothe championship. If 
liose I shall leave the ring. 

Corbett’s colors are red, white and blue silk 
sash. Jackson’sarethe same he wore in his 
fight with Jem Smith in England. Oorbett’s 
seconds will be Harry Corbett (a brother of 
Jim), Billy Delancy and Prof. Donaldson. 
Eugene Van Court will act as his timekeeper. 
Jackson will have Young Mitchell, ‘‘Circus 
Jack and Sam Fitzpatrick behind nim. Geo.

Fortunately for the pool-rooms, it 
was so late when the fight was un- 
ished that few, if any of them paid 
any bets out on the contest Tuesday 
night. Furber’s room was the only place in 
St. Louis at which pools were sold on the 
event, and they did not pay outany bets on 
the frst announcement and will re- 
fund all money, as the referee has de- 
clared all bets off. The Olympic Club probably 
reserves the right to overrule a referee, Dut 
it would be much better, whether there is 
any doubt, to have the referee reserve his de- 
cision, as was the case atthe California Club 
when La Blanche and Young Mitchell fought. 

The latest information from New Orleans 
show that the telegraphic accounts of the 
fight sent out Tuesday night were strongly 
colored in favor of Bowen. It 
now appears that Myers had the 
fight ali his own way from the start, and that 
he had Bowen all Dut knocked out when he 
committed an accidental foul. The 
man who reported the fight for the 
Associated Press fatthfully record 
ed all of Bowen’s biows, but seldom 
mentioned any of the punches Myer landed.

SLAVIN’S BROTHERS.
